Eight  Man  Cabinet  Selected 
To  Advise  Executive  Council 


Wilkinson  Plans  Reveal 
Seven  New  Buildings; 
Student  Union-‘Not  Yet’ 

Brigham  Young  University’s  immediate  future  calls  for  a 
$10,000,000  building  program,  according  to  an  announcement 
made  today  by  Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Approximately  $5,000,000  will  be  spent  on  student  housing, 
with  another  $5,000,000  on  academic  and  service  buildings  in  what 
will  be  the  largest  single  university  building  program  in  the 
history  of  Utah. 

Sixteen  of  a contemplated  21  apartment  units  are  in  the  process 
of  construction  or  have  been  completed.  This  phase  of  the  building 
program  will  house  960  women  and  800  men. 

Academic  Buildings 

The  seven  academic  and  service  buildings  planned  include: 
student  service  center,  already  completed,  family  living  center,  ad- 
ministration building,  engineering  building,  health  center,  a green- 
house, and  warehouse.  About  $700,000  in’  improvements  to  existing 
buildings  has  also  been  planned. 

When  contacted  concerning  a student  union  building,  President 
Wilkinson  said  that  it  should  be  forgotten  for  the  present,  but  that  it 
would  come  in  time. 

President  Wilkinson  said  the  work  will  get  underway  on  the 
major  new  buildings  before  the  next  school  term,  and  two  firms 
of  architects,  Fred  L.  Markham  of  Provo  and  Fetzer  & Fetzer  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  have  been  engaged  to  speed  drafting  of  plans. 

Location  Not  Determined 

Location  of  all  the  buildings  has  not  been  determined,  but  Pres. 
Wilkinson  said  no  additional  property  will  be  needed  for  the  build- 
ings. The  structures  will  be  placed  on  present  property  owned  by 
the  university  and  alocated  to  housing  and  academic  buildings.  A 
committee  of  experts  has  been  appointed  to  draft  an  overall  long 
range  plan  for  campus  development. 

In  construction  and  design,  all  the  new  buildings  are  expected 
to  follow  the  architecture  and  materials  of  the  large  recent  develop- 
ments on  campus.  These  are  of  modern  and  functional  design  in 
blond  brick  and.  pressed  white  stone. 

The  vast  project  will  increase  academic  floor  space  of  the  uni- 
versity by  50  per  cent  and  the  housing  capacity  of  the  dormitory 
area  by  about  100  per  cent. 

Greatest  single  unit  will  be  the  family  living  center,  expected  to 
be  the  largest  building  on  campus.

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Two  Doctor 
Degrees 
Are  Slated 

Two  honorary  doctorate  de- 
grees, 44  master’s  degrees  and 
approximately  605  bachelor’s  de- 
grees will  be  given  at  the  78th 
commencement  exercises  which 
will  take  place  Monday,  June  8, 
at  8 a.m.  in  the  Brigham  Young 
University  fieldhouse. 

The  doctorate  degrees  will  be 
awarded  to  Dr.  Adam  S.  Ben- 
nion,  who  is  also  the  principal 
commencement  speaker,  and  to 
Pres.  Stephen  L Richards.  Dr. 
Bennion  will  receive  an  honor- 
ary doctor  of  letters  degree  and 
President  Richards  will  be 
awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree  for  his  long  and 
distinguished  career  as  an  at- 
torney, businessman,  and  church 
leader. 

In  the  other  degrees  to  be 
awarded,  the  graduate  college 
announced  that  there  will  be  44 
graduate  students  who  will  re- 
ceive their  master’s  degrees. 
There  will  be  605  graduating 
seniors  who  will  receive  their 
bachelor’s  degrees.  These  sen- 
iors come  from  27  states,  one 
territory,  and  four  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

These  seniors  will  begin  their 
commencement  week  activities 
with  the  tomorrow’s  assembly. 
On  Monday  rehearsal  has  been 
scheduled  for  all  graduates  in 
the  fieldhouse  at  4:25  p.m.  On 
Friday,  June  5,  at  6 p.m.  the 
senior  class  trek  will  be  held  fol- 
lowing the  class  assemblies  at 

College  Hall. 

Baccalaureate  services  Sunday 
at  7:30  p.m.’  in  the  fieldhouse 
will  be  addressed  by  Elder 
Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Twelve. 


Final  step  in  the  reorganization 
of  Brigham  Young  v University’s 
student  government  was  com- 
pleted Tuesday  morning  when  the 
executive  council-elect  released 
the  names  of  the  student  cab- 
inet.

Mickelson,  IOC  president;  Rich- 
ard Clark,  student  program  bur- 
eau; Andy  Douglas,  public  rela- 
tions; Ke.n  Perry,  campus  pub- 


licity; Dwain  Stevenson,  pep  ral- 
ly and  half-time  activities,  and 
Boyd  Lake,  student  athletics. 

Campus  publicity  and  public 
relations  are  newly  created  of- 
fices, and  gathering  together  the 
group  of  eight  into  a cabinet  is 
also  an  innovation.  It  came  from 
recommendations  made  by  a com- 
mittee on  student  government  re- 
organization. The  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  present  execu- 
tive council. 

It  was  believed  by  student  lead- 
ers that  this  new  step  in  student 
government  will  result  in  smooth- 
er functioning  and  better  corre- 
lation of  activities  next  year. 


Grad  Division 
Scholarship 
Plan  Released 

Brigham  Young  University 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  have 
established  50  scholarships  for 
graduate  students. 

These  scholarships  will  be 
awarded  for  the  school  year  of 
1953-54,  and  are  awarded  solely 
on  the  basis  of  high  academic 
achievement. 

Dr.  Christen  Jensen,  acting 
dean  of  the  graduate  school,  said 
that  the  following  scholarships 
will  be  established:  ten  groduate 
scholarships  of  $500  plus  free 
tuition,  ten  graduate  scholarships 
of  $300  plus  free  tuition,  and 
30  graduate  tuition  scholarships 
of  $160.

Gives  Talk 
In  Devotional 

“No  patriarch  has  a blessing 
for  anyone,  the  blessing  is  from 
God,”  emphasized  Elder  Le- 
Grande  Richards  of  the  Council 
of  Twelve  in  devotional  yester- 
day. 

Speaking  to  over  5,000  students 
and  guests  in  the  fieldhouse, 
Elder  Richards  directed  his  re- 
marks to  Patriarchal  blessings 
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LE  GRANDE  RICHARDS 
. . . friend  of  youth 

and  their  importance.  “We  are 
the  only  church  which  under- 
stands what  a Patriarch  is,”  he 
commented. 

“In  order  to  understand  patri- 
archal blessings.  . . we  must  un- 
derstand pre-existence,”  he  stat- 
ed. Relating  the  story  of  pre- 
existence and  creation,  he  con- 
tinued with  the  coming  of  (Christ 
and  the  fact-  that  Christ  had  a 
pre-existence  and  that  the  old 
Patriarchs  knew  of  it.  Elder 
Richards  pointed  out  that  many 
scriptures  were  Patriarchal 
blessings  of  many  leaders  of  God 
and  that  we  have  Patriarchs  to- 
day who  are  still  fulfilling  this 
calling.

Aires  Convention  Programs  are 
part  of  the  educational  exchange 
activities  of  the  Department  of 
State.  They  will  give  almost  1000 
American  citizens  the  chance  to 
study  abroad  during  the  1954-55 
academic  year.  Since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Fulbright  pro- 
gram in  1947,  over  2700  Ameri- 
can students  have  gone  abroad 
under  its  ausipces  and  900  more 
are  scheduled  to  go  in  Septem- 
ber, 1953.  Under  the  older  Bu- 
enos Aires  Convention  Program 
sixteen  Latin  American  coun- 
tries have  each  offered  awards  to 
one  or  two  Americans  a year 
since  the  program’s  inception  in 
1937. 

Countries  where  U.S.  graduate 
students  may  study  unnder  the 
Fulbright  Program  are  Australia, 
Austria,  Belgium  and  Luxem- 
bourg, Burma,  Ceylon,  Denmark, 
Egypt,  Finland,  France,  Germany, 
Greece,  India,  Iraq,  Italy,  Japan, 
the  Netherlands,  New  Zealand, 
Norway,  Pakistan,  the  Philip- 
pines, Sweden,  Thailand,  Union 
of  South  Africa,  and  the  United 
Kingdom.  Ceylon  and  Sweden, 
newest  countries  in  the  program, 
signed  agreements  with  the  Unit- 
ed States  during  the  last  year. 

Eligibility  requirements  for 
these  foreign  study  fellow- 
ships are: 

(1)  United  States  citizenship. 

(2)  A college  degree  or  its 
equivalent  at  the  time  the 
award  is  to  be  taken  p. 

(3)  Knowledge  of  the  langu- 
age of  the  country  sufficient 
to  carry  on  the  proposed 


study. 

(4)  Good  health. 

Final  selection  of  Fulbright 
grantees  is  made  by  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Scholarships  appoint- 
ed by  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  Institute  of  Interna- 
tional Education,  central  private 
agency  in  the  U.S.  administering 
programs  for  the  exchange  of 
students,  teachers,  and  special- 
ists, is  the  agency  designated  by 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Scholar* 
ships  and  the  Department  of 
State  to  screen  applications.  Un- 
der the  Buenos  Aires  Convention, 
the  Institute  makes  the  prelim- 
inary recommendation  of  candi- 
dates for  study  within  their  bor- 
ders. 

Competition  for  the  1954-55 
academic  year  closes  October  31, 
1953.  An  exception  is  the  pro- 
gram for  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land, for  which  October  is  the 
closing  date.

Vote  To  Be  Taken  Friday 
On  Honor  Code  Procedure 

After  approval  by  both  administration  and  faculty,  the  newly- 
revised  Honor  Code  procedure  will  run  the  gauntlet  of  student 
opinion  Friday. 

Robert  Thorn,  new  chairman  of  the  council,  said  Wednesday 
that  the  studentbody  would  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  new 
procedures  at  Friday’s  assembly. 

Several  changes  in  basic  phi- 
losophy have  been  included 
the  code.  Chief  among  them  will 
be  the  policy  of  stressing  help 
and  counseling  for  offending  stu- 
dents, with  an  opportunity  for 
reformation,  before  punishment. 

Honor  counselors  will  be  as- 
signed to  reported  violators  in 
an  effort  to'  propagate  a pro- 
gram of  education  and  reforma- 
tion. 

A little  clearer  definition  of 
code  violations  has  also  been 
made.  Academic  misconduct 
shall  consist  of  giving  or  reciv- 
ing  aid  in  an  examination,  or  in 
the  preparation  of  individual 
\Vork  in  or  out  of  the  classroom 
unless  the  instructor  has  speci- 
fied that  such  action  is  permis- 
sible. 

Non-academic  misconduct  shall 
consist  of  any  violation  of  Chris- 
tian standards  of  proper  conduct 
such  as  infractions  of  personal 
honor,  integrity,  or  morality,  and 
in  conduct  not  in  keeping  with 
LDS  standards.  This  area  ap- 
plies both  on  and  off  campus. 

Individual  responsibility  to  re- 
port violations  is  also  stressed. 

Under  the  new  code,  reporting 
violators  will  be  helping  they 
achieve  higher  goals,  rather  than 
bringing  them  up  for  immediate 
trial. 

The  new  code  states  that  it  is 
not  punitive  either  in  purpose  or 
procedure.  “It  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness, 
in  the  interest  of  education  and 
traditions  of  honor,  and  in  the 
interest  of  the  student  alleged 
to  have  violated  its  provisions. 

No  terminology  common  to  crim- 
inal law  shall  be  used  in  the 
code.  . . .” 

Honor  Council  members  were 
hopeful  that  students  would  take 
time  to  study  the  document  and 
be  prepared  to  support  it  in  the 
coming  year.

HOUSING  STATEMENT 


Housing  accommodations  for 
students  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity will  be  improved  sub- 
stantially in  the  school  year 
1953-54.  New  residence  halls  will 
increase  the  number  of  possible 
housing  reservations  on  campus 
to  approximately  2200. 

It  is  the  objective  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  affect  improvements 
in  off-campus  housing  that  are 
equally  as  desirable  as  the  on- 
campus  gains.  To  this  end,  a 
faculty  and  student  committee 
appointed  over  a year  ago,  has 
made  a thoughtful  study  of  off- 
campus  housing.  After  extended 
/ discussions  with  student  renters 
and  householders,  the  committee 
has  made  its  recommendations 
for  the  coming  year. 

In  raising  the  standards  for 
off-campus  housing  it  was  es- 
sential that  obligations  be  as- 
sumed by  both  householders  and 
students.  Proper  interpretation 
of  committee  recommendations 
requires  an  Understanding  of  all 
major  factors  on  which  the  rec- 
ommendations are  based. 

After  careful  consideration, 
the  University  has  approved  the 
recommendations  of  the  housing 
committee.  These  recommenda- 
tions provide  that  students  next 
year  will  occupy  only  those 
rooms  or  apartments  which  meet 
University  approved  standards 
and  that  when  householders  have 
gone  to  the  expense  of  meeting 
these  standards, students  will  not 
move  during  the  year  without 
just  causes. 

The  approved  housing  system 
places  University  practices  in 
line  with  a large  number  of  the 
universities  of  the  nation,  and 
is  an  essential  for  Brigham 
Young  University.  Dark  base- 
ments, poorly  ventilated  rooms, 


unsanitary  surroundings  and 
over-crowded  quarters  are  not 
a part  of  the  student  housing  pic- 
ture for  the  coming  year. 

In  eliminating  undesirable 
housing  and  in  the  resulting  stu- 
dent agreements  which  tend  to 
stabilize  residency,  honest  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  have  arisen. 
The  agreement  which  students 
enter  into  for  the  coming  year 
seems  to  represent  minimum  re- 
quirements to  be  met  in  exchange 
for  standards  in  housing  which 
the  University  consistently  can 
approve. 

The  agreement  which  students 
will  sign  with  respect  to  off- 
campus  housing  does  not  provide 
for  financial  loss  to  the  student 
who  moves  for  reasons  of  health, 
marriage,  discontinuance  from 
the  University,  or  for  failure  of 
the  householder  to  provide  stan- 
dards or  services  agreed  upon. 
In  cases  where  mis-understand- 
ings  may  arise,  the  housing 
adjustment  board  will  consider 
and  make  judgment  on  the  valid- 
ity of  the  reason  for  which  a 
student  desires  to  change  his 
housing  arrangements. 

There  is’  no  claim  on  the  part 
of  the  housing  committee  that 
the  policy  recommended  is  fault- 
less, nor  is  it  assumed  that  all 
problems  will  be  solved  with 
equal  satisfaction  to  all.  A con- 
tinuing study  of  off-campus 
housing  is  planned  by  the  com- 
mittee. Student  renters  are  en- 
couraged to  consult  with  the 
committee  and  to  furnish  any 
accurate  information  that  will 
be  helpful  in  determining  policy 
and  practices  that  will  result  in 
improved  off-campus  housing 
and  will  be  equitable  to  students 
and  householders.

Newspaper 
Function 
Set  Forth

“Congress  shall  make  no  law 
abridging  the  freedom  of  speech 
or  of  the  press.”— Constitution  of 
the  United  States*  Amendment 
L 

It  is  not  mei'e  chance  that  the 
first  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution is  a guarantee  for  free- 
dom of  the  press.  During  the 
period  of  controversy  between 
the  Constitutional  ' Convention 
and  ratification,  the  question  of 
civil  rights  was  debated  vigor- 
ously. Those  urging  ratification 
were  hard  put  to  explain  why  an 
article  establishing  the  right  of 
free  expression  as  law  of  the 
land  was  not  included  in  the  doc- 
ument which  outlined  the  future 
government  of  the  United  States. 
Alexander  Hamilton,  in  the  Fed- 
eralist Papers,  said  that  an  arti- 
cle for  the  liberty  of  the  press 
was  “impractical”  i.e.,  freedom 
of  the  press  depended  on  the 
general  opinion  of  the  people  and 
government,  not  on  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Rights  Demanded 

Even  though  some  considered 
it  unnecessary,  the  small  states 
demanded  a Bill  of  Rights,  and 
they  ratified  the  Constitution 
with  the  understanding  that  the 
first  act  of  the  new  congress 
would  be  to  amend  the  Consti- 
tution; so  it’s  not  surprising 
that  amendment  number  one 
established  freedom  of  the  press 
and  free  speech  as  the  basic 
right  of  every  U.  S.  citizen.  For 
most  men  agree  with  Thomas 
Jefferson:  “our  liberty  depends 
on  the  freedom  of  the  press.” 

Lack  of  Expression 

Witness  our  South  American 
neighbors,  the  fascist  states,  and, 
of  course,  the  Communists.  Free 
expression,  as  we  know  it;  is 
unknown. 

So,  a newspaper  (speaking  of 
the  UNIVERSE)  has  a greater 
function  than  to  announce  meet- 
ings, promote  dances,  sell  gro- 
ceries, or  give  the  final  score. 
The  reason  for  a newspaper’s 
existence  is  political. 

And  under  the  political  comes 
the  columnist.  I am  not  certain 
the  columnist  is  essential,  or 
even  important  in  helping  a 
newspaper  to  fulfill  its  political 
responnsibility,  but  I think  the 
columnist  can  help  to  clarify  and 
pin-point  the  vital  issues  of  his 
day. 

This  has  been  my  attempt.  I 
have  told  of  developments  and 
tried  to  frame  the  issue,  so  the 
reader  could  see  clearly  to  do 
his  own  thinking.  As  far  as  I 
have  done  this,  I have  been 
worth  reading.  So  far  as  I have 
made  the  reader  aware  of  a 
problem  that  will  affect  him  as  a 
citizen,  and  which  he  can  influ- 
ence as  a voter,  I am  satisfied.

ture  that  they  create  health} 
organizations  and  at  the  same 
time  up-grade  the  morale  anc 
general  well-being  of  the  entire 
University;  (5)  the  real  need  we 
face  to  provide  opportunities  for 
many  more  students  to  partici 
pate  in  some  form  of  organized 
group  activities  and  in  certair 
cases  to  help  students  limit  the 
scope  of  participation  in  sue h 
activities. 

The  office  of  the  Coordinator 
of  student  organizations  and  ac 
tivities  expresses  deep  apprecia 
tion  to  all  persons — students,  fac 
ulty,  and  maintenance  staffs— 
for  the  help  they  have  given  ir 
carrying  forward  the  responsi 
bilities  involved  in  the  discharge 
of  our  work.

‘Agreement  of  Honor...’ 


Dear  Editor: 

This  is  in  reply  to  Mr.  Effler’s 
letter  of  last  Tursday. 

Were  it  not  for  the  importance 
of  the  questions  you  raised  and 
influence  your  letter  might  have 
if  not  answered  publicly,  I would 
have  approached  you  privately 
to  express  my  opinions  on  this 
matter. 

It  is  unwise  to  oppose  pro- 
gress, and  it  is  usually  unwise 
to  oppose  change  in  procedures 
unless  one  knows  for  sure  that 
the  change  is  desirable.  I believe 
that  this  observation  should  be 
kept  in  mind  by  all  students  as 
they  judge  the  approved  hous- 
ing program. 

1.  This  program  does  not 
tell  a student  “where  he  shall 
and  shall  not  live.”  There  is 
nothing  basically  dictatorial 
about  the  program  any  more 
than  traffic  rules  are  dic- 
tatorial or  that  the  fixed  time 
for  commencing  classes  is 
dictatorial  or  that  the  hour 
that  one  must  eat  if  he  is  to 
be  served  in  the  cafeteria  is 
dictatorial. 

The  approved  housing  pro- 
gram does  set  up  minimum 
standards  and  tells  house- 
holders that  these  minimum 
standards  must  be  complied 
with  if  they  are  to  rent  to 
students.  This  is  to  protect 
students  from  sub-standard 
living  conditions.  It  is  to  as- 
sure “every  student  who 
comes  to  BYU  the  opportun- 
ity of  living  in  a healthy 
and  favorable  atmosphere.” 

Representatives  of  the  of- 
fice of  Student  Housing  have 
visited  during  the  recent 


months  nearly  900  homes  in 
Provo.  All  of  these  that  are 
or  can  be  made  desirable 
places  for  students  to  live 
will  likely  be  approved.  This 
program  may  make  available 
more  satisfactory  student 
housing.  The  student  remains 
free  to  choose  from  any  of 
these  homes  and  to  negotiate 
with  the  householder  the 
amount  of  his  monthly  rent. 

2.  The  required  security 
deposit  is  a fair  protection 
to  the  householder  and  does 
not  penalize  the  student  who 
conducts  himself  properly. 

A student  rental  agreement 
for  off-campus  housing  can 
truly  be  called  an  agreement 
of  honor  between  honorable 
people. 

It  specifically  provides  that 
the  security  deposit  is  refund- 
ed if  a student  withdraws 
from  school  for  any  reason 
— finanenes,  military  service, 
marriage — if  he  or  she  needs 
to  move  because  of  illness 
or  marriage. 

If  students  will  study  this  pre 
gram  and  help  it  to  succeed, 
am  sure  that  it  will  be  a grea 
step  forward  in  providing  bette 
housing.  The  program  is  coi 
ceived  in  its  entirety  in  terms  c 
the  welfare  of  the  student.  Th 
inconveniences  required,  sue 
as  the  security  deposit,  are  th 
costs  of  something  better. 

I feel  that  I can  speak  for  th 
welfare  of  the  students  becaus 
of  my  having  served  as  a men 
ber  of  the  Student  Housing  Ai 
justment  Board  during  the  pa: 
year.

The  family  life  center  is  expected  to  be  the  largest  thing  of  its 
kind  in  the  counntry.  With  the  heavy  Latter-day  Saint  accent  on 
wholesome  family  life,  the  building  win  have  significance  for  the 
entire  church,  and  will  house  departments  related  to  proper  home 
management  and  well-adjusted  family  living.  Scheduled  presently 
to  enter  the  new  building  are  the  entire  area  of  home  economics,  the 
school  of  nursing,  sociology  department  and  psychology  depart- 
ment. 

Architects  will  study  ways  in  which  the  center  may  assist  the 
Welfare  and  Genealogical  program  of  the  Church. 

According  to  Mr.  Markham,  an  interesting  innovation  will  be 
an  outdoor  garden  in  a court  closely  connected  with  an  indoor  re- 
ception area.  This  could  serve  as  a play  area  for  child  training,  for 
garden  parties  of  students  and  faculty  and  other  groups  and  for 
fashion  shows  of  the  clothing  students. 

The  school  of  nursing  will  be  complete  with  hospital  nursing 
arts ' laboratories,  home  nursing  laboratory,  classrooms,  offices, 
linen  and  equipment  rooms,  sterilizing  rooms,  etc. 

Home  for  Home  Ec 
Home  economics  departments  probably  will  occupy  the  greatest, 
space,  with  an  entire  home  for  home  management  practice,  nursery 
school,  display  rooms,  reception  room,  food  laboratories,  laundry 
room,  lunch  rooms,  and  kitchen  in  connection  with  large  quantity 
cookery,  textiles  laboratories  and  furniture  repair  and  upholstery 
workroom  in  addition  to  many  classrooms  and  offices. 

The  • engineering  building,  warehouse  and  greenhouse  will  be 
comparatively  smaller  structures.
